Kennedy received news reports 
of Russia's latest rocket feat dur­ 
ing the weekend but he had no 
comment on the orbital flight of 
Maj. Gherman S. Titov. 
His views on the feat were ex 
pressed Sunday by U N. Ambas­ 
sador Adlai E- 
Stevenson, who 
met with the President at the 
Cape Cod White House during the 
weekend. Stevenson appealed to 
the Soviets for international 
tion to prevent the arms race 
from spreading to outer space. 
Kennedy may get some clues 
on the Russian plans for Berlin 
when Khrushchev delivers a ma­ 
jor 
speech 
today.

Orbital Trip 
Planned by U.S. 
In Few Months 


M O SC O W (U PI)-The Soviet Union’s second spaceman 


landed successfully today from a journey that whirled him 


more than 17 times around the earth in slightly more than 25 


hours. His journey was nearly 


equal to 
the distance of a 


round trip to the moon. 
Radio Moscow said Maj. Gher­ 
man S. Titov. 26. an air force 
officer, 
landed "exactly in the 
planned area" of the Soviet Union 
following his historic flight. 
(The United States plans an or­ 
bital trip by one of its astronauts 
late this year or early in 1962.) 
The official Soviet Tass news 
agency said Titov came down in 
the Russian Republic, about 400­ 
450 miles southeast of Moscow, 
not far from the landing place 
of pioneer spaceman Maj. Yuri 
Gagarin last April 12. 
Titov was believed to have been 
launched late Saturday from the 
same place as Gagarin near Oyu- 
ra Tam. in the desert wastes east 
of the Aral Sea and southwest of 
Moscow. 
, 
Khrushchev Praises Feat 
Soviet Premier Nikita Khrush­ 
chev spoke to Titov by telephona 
shortly 
after 
he 
landed 
and 
praised his feat as an "heroic 
deed." 
Titov told Khrushchev that his 
trip involved 1714 circuits of the 
earth, 
and the 
Soviet premier 
hailed him for having “ fulfilled 
mankind's dream" of c o s m i c 
flight. 
Then Khrushchev told Titov he 
was immediately promoted to full 
membership 
in 
the 
Communist 
party, being advanced from "can­ 
didate member." and promised 
him a personal welcome of great 
magnitude when he returns to 
Moscow — probably later t h i s 
week. Titov was promoted from 
captain to major Sunday while he 
still was in orbit. 
"We are proud that you, a So­ 
viet man, 
a 
Communist, 
have 
done it,’* Khrushchev told Titov. 
All the Soviet propaganda or­ 
gans said the Titov feat proved 
that communism is better t h a n 
capitalism. 
Tass relayed a flood of details 
on Titov’s celestial trip. 
Moscow Radio said Titov was 
aloft in his space ship Vostok If 
for 25 hours and 18 minutes and 
had traveled "more than 700,0007 
kilometers" (434,960 miles), land* 
inp at 1:18 a.m. PDT. 
The flight was a giant step in 
man's stretch to the moon, in­ 
dicating he can stand the pro­ 
longed period of weightlessness 
and linliness necessary to g e t 
there and back. 
During the flight, according to 
Moscow Radio. Titov: 
—Ate three meals, guided his 
10,430 pound craft manually at 
times, 
broadcast goodwill

In your “ Pulse Taking'' local­ 
ly regarding postal service — as 
I read in today's Desert Sun— 
there seem s to be m ore criti­ 


cism than praise. I am diap­ 


pointed that you did not contact 
the BIG users of postal service 
in Palm Springs. 


One of our departm ents is di­ 
rect mail advertising — direct­ 
ed mainly to the D esert area. 


Ending the fiscal year we spent 
in postage with the local P o s t 
Office better than $6.000, repre­ 


senting 
approximately 
200,000 


pieces of mail. Delivery service 
has been always 
excellent. 
In 
my spot checking of non-deliver­ 
able mail which has been slight 
—invariably I have found that 
our custom er's address on his 
mailing list is incorrect. 
In a previous article by Ed­ 
ward Mowery he m e n t i o n s 
“ Junk M ail." In our trade we 
shudder at that name. We call 
it occupant mailing — calling 
for a Bulk 
Perm it 
and 
each 
piece is mailed at 
2Vi 
cents 
each. This mailing does not en­ 
joy preferred handling 
but in 
the past seven years, I can hon­ 
estly say that at no tim e has 
the local post office been negli­ 
gent nr careless in the handling 
of th a t type of mail. 
Frequently I have arrived at 
the post office late in the eve­ 
ning with a club bulletin which 
would have lost it’s effect if it 
were not delivered the following 
day (3 cents 
Postage 
— 
not 
first class) and they have al­ 
ways cooperated. 
M any nights 
on the back platform of the post 
office I have seen clerks per­ 
form services for others —over 
and above the requirem ents of 
tbeir job. 
I have been here a long time 
and 
as a m atter of fact, have 
worked at the post office at one 
time or another. 
Therefore, 
I 
know the mail and delivery prob­ 
lems associated with 
a 
resort 
town which has had such a tre­ 
mendous growth in the last 15 
vears. Also the personnel prob­ 
lem that not only plagues the 
P. O. but other local business 
houses as well. 
No one. rendering a SERVICE 
can hope to be perfect I would 
like to see that downtown busi­
